Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed (on 19 July 2006) in this application after final rejection (mailed 1 
May 2006). Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, 
and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office 
action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 'Amendment Filed with RCE f 
filed on 19 July 2006 has been entered. 

Priority 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 

Species I, drawn to a region selection device having a region rearranging section 
which automatically rearranges a plurality of overlapping regions in order of 
increasing area, such that one of the regions with a smallest area is arranged on 
top (see Fig. 7; and Page 11, Line 22 - Page 12, Line 13 of the instant 
specification, for instance), and 
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Species II, drawn to a region selection device having a region rearranging section which 
automatically rearranges a plurality of overlapping regions according to the operating 
state of the system, such that the region relevant to the state of the image input device is 
arranged on top (see Page 32, Line 6 - Page 33, Line 17 of the instant specification, for 
instance). 

The species are independent or distinct because the species do not overlap in scope, i.e., 
are mutually exclusive; the species are not obvious variants; and the species each have a 
materially different design, mode of operation, function, and effect. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 16, 22, 28, 29, and 35 appear to be generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of an 
allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after the election, 
applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 
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4. A telephone call was made to Mr. Douglas Holtz (Registration Number 33,902) on 25 
September 2006 to request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result 
in an election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and 
specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election shall be treated 
as an election without traverse. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the 
inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In 
either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the 
evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C.103(a) of the other invention.
